There in jswitive record 
that lighthouses were built in ancient 
times! though few evidence# now re 
main to un from old writern or in crum­ 
bled ruins. Thin is not strange, for light 
tower#, never the moat stable archit#*' 
tnral form, were exposed to the storms 
of sea aud w ar. 
The Greek** attributed the firnt light­ 
house to Hercules, and he wan consid­ 
ered th e protector of voyagers.

! claimed by some that Homer refers t* 
lighthouse* in the nineteenth book of 
I the “ Iliad.’’ 
Virgil mention* a light on a temple 
to Apollo w hich, Finable far out at sea. 
w arned and guided mariner*. 
The Co­ 
lossus at Rhode*, erected about 800 B. 
C., is said to have shown a signal light 
from it# uplifted hand. 
The oldest lowers known were built 
by the Libyans in lower Egypt. 
They 
were temples also, ami the lightkeepei 
priests taught pilotage, hydrography 
ami navigation 
The famous tower on 
the isle of Pharos, at Alexandria, built 
about 2HS B. i ' , is the first lighthouse 
of undoubted record. 
This tower, con 
stracted by Hostratua, the architect,was 
square in plan, of great height and built 
in offsets. 
Au open brakier at the top 
of the tower contained the fuel for the 
light.
